SraTE OF NORTH CAROLINA, 

EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT, 
CHARLESTON Jah. 21, 1865. 
To President Davis, Richmond, Va.: 

Iam so impressed with the belief 
that in the military operations of the 
next few days in this State the fate of 
the Confederation itself is deeply involved, 
that Iam here to urge upon General 
Hardee the defense of Charleston to 
the last moment, in the hope that 
meuawhile reinforcements will enable 
him te hold it. 

{am using all influence with Gov- 
ernor Brown and Goyeinor Vance to 
keep our States together, and each give 
its help to the other. But confidence is 
almost logt, and hope is, toa great extent, 
gone. *Torestore these and rally the 
people here and elsewhere, there must 
be a standpoint to which all should 
look as the place where the purpose 
and strength of our government are 
exhibited. Circumstances have plainly 
made Charleston and its connections 
that place. 7'he loss of these, added to 
our other losses, will spread dismay, 

. and I fear that. such «a loss will be 
taken as proof that our cause is without 
life or hope, and-any effectual resist- 
ance cannot be prolonged. My intelli- 
gence from adjoining States confirms 
these apprehensions most fully. Give 
General Hardee the help with which he 
can oppose General Sherman, and | 
assure you the spirit of the people will 
rise again. Not to sustain him isto 

confirm the belief that owr cause is al— 
ready lost. In my letter to General 
Lee, written within a few days, I re- 
peat to you what’I have said. It is 
because I feel the fate uf Charleston and 
of Branchville will toa great extent de- 
termine that of the State, and with it 
the cause of the confederation, that I 
urge the necessity for aid upon you 
in the most impressive manner.

‘that city which first proclaimed seces- 
sion, and in the State whieh first 
adopted it. | 

If the cause is not desperate, then 
the safety of the army is of conse- 
quence. But that consequence is in 
the help it gives to sustain a cause 
which, in the opinion of the people, 
can be successfully maintained. ~ 
' That opinion will not be entertained 
it Charleston and its connections are 
lost. The loss of these must be quick- 
ly followed by others. The fall of 
Charleston drags after it that of Rich- 
mond. Augusta will be added to the 
list. Macon and Columbus will suc- 
ceed. Columbia, in this State, will 
share the same fate. How, under this 
torrent of disaster, can confidence be 
be retained? How can hope be re- 
stored? In every State the paraiysis 
of despair will. be felt; a sympathy. 
will extend to and be felt in the army. 
A chill will attend every effort with 
which, in vain, you will a.tempt to 
remove or dispel the gloom. 

What prevents this series of disas- 
ters? What, I may ask, insures safety 
and success? The defeat of General 
Sherman’s army and the frustration of 
his plans of extended conquest. This 
is the great end, and this accomplished 
#ll will be well. 

If we had been asked what great 
good we most desired, would it not be 
promptly answered by saying, “The 
readiest means to terminate the war 
and insure success?” Cana these be 
furnished more.certainly than by hav- 
ing now the hope and the strength of 
the fue so combined that, if the army 
in which these are r: presented can be 
beaten, hope is dispelled and strength 
dispersed ? 

If we can, therefore, overcome Sher- 
man’s army, is it not our obvious 
policy todoso? If we cannot, are 
we not overcome? But can we be 
overcome while we still have in the 
field the men who ure there? ‘I will 
not ask how many can be brought 
there who are in places where they 
should not be. 

I have said substantially to you be- 
fore what I now- repeat, that, with all 
of the disasters which have befallen 
us, we are physically not overcome; 
but we are morally so 1n a greater de- 
gree; The feeling of despondency 
which 1s so prevalent can be hghtened 
by success; but continuous disaster 
will envelop the whole country in its 
folds. And fixedly am I of the 
opinion that where General Sherman’s 
army is there now is the place where 
the power of the confederation, as 
speedily as possible, should be con- 
centrated to crush bim. 

_I have said that morally we are more 
reduced than we are physically: I be- 
lieve that the Army of Virginia is, 
perhaps, the only exception to this 
truth; but even there the same influ- 
ences will be felt, and perhaps in the 
worst form, if it should be that the 
components of that army would know 
that the States from which they have 
come were lost and under subjection. 
When the States which have given to 
the confederation an army are overrun,, 
the real strength of that army has 
been lost. To it the sources of inspi- 
ration, of courage and devotion, are 
in the States from which they have 
been drawn. If these States are lost, 
the sources of strength are lost with 
them. If the hope of recovery be- 
comes small, in that proportion also 
will the strength of the army dimin- 
Ifthe contest is doubtful, and 
in case that the enemy shall have that 
contro! of it which makes the effort to 
maintain the contest desperate, the 
components of the army who come 
from these States will be naturally 
and properly, may I not add, attracted 
to share the privations of that State 
from which they came. You cannot 
have a stronger bond of union in the 
army than that derived from the 
States of which that army is com- 
posed. 

And if you go beyond this, the dif- 
ficulties increase with each step. 
Great reduction of territory, great loss 
of population, great loss of revenue, 
ull rise up *before us. - Look at the 
condition of public affrirs here. 
Charleston lost, there is lost to the 
State and to the confederation perhaps 
one-third of the revenue of the State. 
Shall the expenses of the government 
be reduced, or the taxation of those 
who are still under your government 
be increased? Reductions beyond a 
certain point you cannot accomplish. 
Taxation beyond a certain amount 
you cannot-impose. I need not trace 
the proposition to its ultimate conse- 
sequence. It stands, even in the dis- 
tance, too prominent to be mistaken. 

I know there are some who have a 
vague idea that the cause is not lost 
while there is an army. Such persons, 
however, argue from their hopes, not 
from facts. You cannot have an army 
if you lose the States which sent you 
the men and the means which compose 
and support the army. 


Alike fallacious is the idea of recon- 
quest after these States have been lost. 
With what are you to reconquer what 
you cannot defend? How recruit or 
sustain for the shortest time an army 
for that or any other purpose? The 
experiment of reconquest has failed 
everywhere, except in the trans-Mis-, 
Sissippi district. Its success there 
was under circumstances so wholly 
different from those which prevail 
here that it seems much more to dispel 
than to animate the hope of success 
with us. | | 

Have we not, then, reached that 
period of our struggle where we must 
gather up our strength and concen- 
trate all its force in one blow? Have 
we not still enough of strength left to 
us to make the force of that blow 
effectual? Have we not every induce- 
ment to strike that blow, and to do so 
as quickly as we can? 


if that blow could have been struck 
in defense of Savannah, how fortunate 
it would have been. But what incal- 
culable weight is given now, in the 
fate of Savannah, to the proposition 
which urges upon us to beware of the 
like fate for any other city. 

‘If to all other considerations it is 
added that the entire grain crop of 
the State and all other supplies for the 
people and the army are mixed up 
with the fate of Charleston, because 
depending upon the safety ot its com- 
munications, it seems to me that nolan 
guage can too forcibly express the 
magnitude’ of the stakes for which we 
are here forced to play. 

I have considered these matters 
most carefully, and all that I have 
said, or now say, is the result of a 
clear conviction, after the most impar 

tial survey of our present conditigns. 
I feel that we,have approached that 
crisis in our affairs when the most de-’ 


‘hibition of purpose or power that it 


give us safety. I look 1m vain for the 
resources we can hereafter command, 
if now the spirit of despondency is to 
become increased. Everywhere the 
people have passed trom an extreme 
confidence to an extreme distrust. Can 
we present the proof that the emer- 
gency is felt and will be met? Assur- 
ance cannot be given that ail will be 
well, when-on no side 1s there an ex- 


should beso. It cannot be disguised 
that all eyes are turned toward us. I 
feel that the cuurse of events here is 
looked to as that which is surely to 
foreshadow the future fortunes of the 
peoples of these States. I hope, earn- 
estly hope, that you may agree with 
me in this, and that you will enable 
us to meet the danger which threatens 
us with a force, which, in the defeat 
of the foe, will give safety to all. 

You will appreciate the motive 
which leads me to write to you with 
the most perfect frankness. We must 
all have a common fate, we should, 
therefore, have but a common thought, 
and this should lead us to a common) 
purpose.

GOVERNCR: I received at the hands. 
of Colonel Trescott your reply to the 
communication which I instructed 
him to presentto you. Your concur- 
rence and co-operation, so cordially 
signified, with that also of Governor 
Vance, confirms me in the opinion 
that the good we propose to accom- 
plish can and must be assured to us as 
the consequence of our united action. 
That it may be made more effectual, I 
am preparing communications to the 
Governors of Alabama, Mississippi 
and Florida. The endorsemert by 
you and Governor Vance of the prop- 
osition I have submitted wf, I think, 
beyond a question secure the concur. 
rence and co-operation of the Execu- 


tives of the States. And with the] 


Executives of these States concurring 
in Opinion and united in action, I have 
no doubt we will obtain for our States 
the securities to which they are en | 
titled, and atthe same time give to 
the common cause an impetus apd 
vigor which for some time. past it has 
lacked. 

Without waiting the response which 
I anticipate from the Governors to 
whom I have referred, I will prepare 
and send for examination by you and 
Governor Vance such @ paper as wiil, 
in my opinion, properly present all 
that we desire to have done. 

I am well satisfied that without rad- 
ical reforms in the administration of 
the war power of the Government not 
only will great and serious disadvan- 
tages continue to be developed and in- 
creased, but with these must arise ad- 
ditional obstacles to the deliverance 
we seek from the public enemy. 

The ground upon which these States 
rested their right to secede from the 
government of the United states was 
so Clear that the prosecution of a war 
for their subjection hus always ap- 
peared to meas a proposition too mon- 
strous for a lung period to be enter- 
tuined by those who pr: fessed it. But 
the expectations of a returning sense 
of reason and of truth have been so 
long delayed that, while the convic- 
tion is now developing itself that de- 
feat is ruin to us, even now and up to 
this time, it does not in all quarters 
produce that intensified earnestness 
which it should exhibit. 

There has-been a belief that there 
would be no war, succéeded by’a hope 
that there would be a short War; suc- 
ceeded by the fallacious expectation 
of intervention and recognitfon; and 
itis Only in those places where the 
torch and sword of. the enemy fired 
the homes and smote the persons of 
our people that the truth has been 
manifest to them, and hatred of the 
foe and a devotion to their own cause 
have given them the purpose to suffer 
all and to do all sooner than submit. 
_ My own observation hase long since 
brought to me the saddening convic- 
ticn that, however honest it may be. 
still the policy of the government was 
most unwise. Its appointments in 
‘many, if not all, of its measures, have 
been in too many cases attemptgd i 
a manner which excited the 

hension, and perbaps the opy 
of those whose zeal, under 
stances, could have been quickened 
into hearty and effective co-operation. 
It is thus that the selfish purposes of 
those who do but represent a small 
portion of the people of these Coufed- 
erate States are supported by the 
action of a large nu ber who have no 
sympathy with such purposes, but 
whose conduct, whether lukewarm or 
in Opposition, contributes to motives 
which they deprecate and despise. 

We have strayed very far from the 
great landmarks which we estab'ished 
when this revolution was commenced. 
I do not believe, however, that our de- 
parture has been so great but that, 


witli an honest and earnest purpose, } 


we can regain what has been lost and 
repair what has been thrown down. I 
believe that the efforts with which we 
will now proceed to restore the con- 
stitution of the confederation, and 
with it the dignity and efficiency of 
the State governments, will be suc— 
cessful. And as firmly do I believe 
that with these we will have secured 
the great means of deliverance for 
which all are now so anxious. [hold 
this proposition to be indisputable: 
The States which, with their organ- 
ized governments, created this revo- 
lution are and must be the natural and 
necessary, and, as I believe, the only 
source of the power with which it can 
be carried to a successful issue.

His Excellency A. G. Magrath, Governor 
of South Carolina, Columbia: 

Str: I received to-dayyour letter 
of the 16th inst., and regret exceed-| 
ingly to learn the present condition of 
affairsin the South. I infer from 
your letter that you consider me able 
to send an army to arrest.the march 
of General Shern.an. If such was the 
case I should not have waited for your 
application, for I lament, as much as 
you do, his past success, and see the 
injury that may result from his 
further progress. I have no troops 
except thuse within this department, 
within which my operations are con- 
fined. According to your statement 
of General Sherman’s force, it would 
require this whole army to oppose 
him. It is now confronted by General 
Grant with a far superior army. If 
it was transferred to South Carolina, I 
de not believe General Grant would 
remaic idle on the James river. It 
would be as easy for him to move his 
army south as for General Sherman to 
advance north. You can judge 
whether the condition of the affairs 
would be benefited by a concentra- 
tion of the two large Federal armies 
in South Carolina with the rest of the 
Confederacy stripped of defense. But 
should Charleston fall into the hands 
of the enemy, as grievous as would be 
the blow and as painful the result, I 
cannot concur in the opinion of your 
Excellency that our cause would 
necessisarily be lost. Should our 
whole coast fall in. the possession of 
our enemies, with our people true, 
firm and united, the-war could be con- 
tinued and our purpose accomplished. 
As long as our armies are unsubdued 
and sustained the Confederacy is safe. 
I, therefore, think it bad policy to 
shut our troops within entrenchments, 
where they can be besieged with 
superior furces, and prefer operating

in the field. I recommend this course 


in South Carolina, and advise that 
eyery effort be made to prevent Gen- 
eral Sherman reaching Charleston by 
contesting his advance. The last re- 
turns made by Generall Hardee of his 


force which I have seen gave his en—| 


tire strength 20,500 of all arms. With 
5000 South Carolina militia which he 
expected, and 1500 Georgia troops 
under General G. W. Smith, be would 
have 27,000. This is exclusive of 
General Conner’s brigade and Butler’s 
division sent from this army, which 
ought te swell his force to 33,000. 
But I think it might be still further 
increused by a general turnout of all 
the men in Georgia and South Caro- 
lina, and that Sherman could be re- 
sisted until General Beauregard could 
arrive with re-enforcements from the 
west. Isee no cause for depression 
or despondency, buc abundant reason 
for renewed exertion and unyielding 
resistance.

William Porcher Miles on the Sita- 
ation. 

The condition of public matters is 
extremely critical. It has been anx- 
iously discussed -here (Richmond, 
Vu.), I have reason to know, whether 
it 18 possible for General Lee to sead 
South Carolina the re-enforcements 
asked for by Governor Magrath. (He 
urges that 16,000 men be sent.) Gen- 
eral Lee says that to withdraw such a 
force from his extended and very weak 
lines—weak both in character and from 
the paucity of men behind them— 
would beto giye up Richmond to 
Grant whenever he mignt make 4 
serious effort to take it. | 

On the other band, the Governor 
contends with great force that the loss 
of Charleston (and with it the loss of 
the railroad communications south) 
necessarily’ involves the starving of 
Lee’s army or its withdrawal from 
Virginia. It is a very perplexing 
problem. The fall of Richmond is 
the loss of Virginia, anu a moral loss, 
and a loss.of prestige absolutely in- 
calculable. But to cling around Rich- 
mond until the army has consumed 
the supplies which it may draw from 
North Carolina, and which cannot last 
very long, say two months, and then 
to retire further south, after Charles- 
ton and Wilmington have both been 
occupied by the enemy, and our ports 
closed upon which we are dependent 
for various things vitally essential— 
lead and saltpetre, for example, not to 
speak of stores, clota and meal— 
seems to me a fatally feeble policy, 
nerveless and purposeless. 

I contend, and will urge upon the 
President, whom the delegation wait 
upon ina body to-morrow, that our 
only hope is to take advantage of the 
season ard the condition of the roads 
around Richmond, over which artillery 
and trains cannot move at present, 
and suddenly send down from the 
army a force large eneugh to meet and 
defeat Sherman. Let Richmond runs 
the risk of an attack from Grant. 

When Sherman is crushed, concen- 
trate again about Richmond in time to 
oppose the united forces of Grant and 
Thomas (for the latter is probably on 
his way here). © But to remain here 
supinely in winter quarters until the 
army has eaten its lust pound of 
bread and then to fall back, with 
Grant pursuing and Sherman, flushed 
with easy success, advancing to meet 
us, appears to me the most fatal error 
it is possible to commit. God grant. 
that wise counsels will prevail. The 
future lies very black before us. *. * * 
I have great faith in Lve, but I fear 
he is about to make an irreparable 
mistake. Refusing temporarily to 
relax his hold on Richmond for the 
sake of striking a vigorous blow in its 
detense,he may yet have the mortifi- 
cation of seeing it slip involuntarily 
from his nerveless grasp. _ 


Governor Magrath Sounds Governor 
Watts of Alabama. | 
StaTEe oF SouTH CAROLINA, 
EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT, 
Jan. 30, 1865. 

My Dear Sir: The present cendi- 
tion of our affairs, the march of con- 
quest whieh General Sherman has 
made through Georgia, the calamitous 
termination of General Hood’s cam- 
paign, the threatened invasion of 
South Curolina, the attempted control 
of the communications between these 
States and Virginia, accomplishing, if 
successful, sore disaster to the forces 
under General Lee, have deeply 1m- 
pressed me with the necessity for the 
most thorough and co-operative action 
and the most inmate intercourse be- 
tween the States of the confederation, 
through their State governments, and 
especially between these States 
which have been known as_ the 
cotton States, in which the sep- 
aration from the government of the 
United States was first accomplished, 
and where the contest inaugurated by 
them will probably be decided by 
them and won, as we hope, for all the 
States which are united in our confed- 
eration, 

Under’such convictions, I have ad- 
dressed, very recently, letters to Gov- 
ernor Brown of Georgia, and Governor 
Vance of North Carolina, urging 
upon them union of what was left of 
our resources, and which were not re- 
ceived by the government of the Corn- 
federate States, so that in that union 
of such resources all might afford 
some aid to each which might be 
effectual for most purposes of defense, 
except when danger was apprehended 
from the armies of the enemy. 

There are other matters which inti- 
mately affect the public welfare, and 
require for their proper management 
the common counsels, and, if practi- 
cable, a united course of conduct on the 
part of those who represent the Ntate 
governments in these States. , 

For my own part, recognizing, in 
the revolutions of these States, the 
great fundamental truth that the 
States were sovereign, and that this 
great fundamental truth was intended 
to be asserted and exposed in a man- 
ner too plain again to be mistaken, I 
have regretted that, in so many 
influence and authority which the 
State governments could have exer- 
cised, were not called into activity. I 
have felt for some time, and now do 
more strongly than ever, that thie 
States are the proper sources of that 


no 


strength which must be given to the 
struggle in which we are engaged, and 
the governments of those States the 
best agencies by which the resources 
of these States can be developed. | 

Ihave felt this practically in & 
manner which satisfies me that the 
longer the delay which is allowed to 
take place in energizing our State 
governments as the efficient means of 
developing State resources, the greater 
will be the inconvenience— probably, 
I may add, the mischiefs—which will 
result. 

With the threatened invasion of 
South Carolina I have been. obliged to 
press on the President the absolute 
need of aid, but, with the numerous 
and embarrassing calls upon him, the 
suggestion was natural and proper that 
I should call upon the Governor of 
Georgia. 

But the Governor of Georgia had 
recently been forced to see his own 
State invaded. The resources, limited 
as they were, of this State, and not 
prepared for such an emergency, 
could not at that time be carried to 
the succor of Georgia. When | say to 
you that whatever aid it can give to 
its sister States, from these resources, 
which are within:its own cuntrol, that 
aid it wil! gladly give, and in so do- 
ing discharge its duty and secure its 
own gratification. 

I have, therefore, proposed to the 
Governors of the States to which I 
have referred to institute among and 
between those States frequent and 
free interchange of communications ip 
relation to their means and their ne- 
cessities. Closely, and as I hope in- 
dissolubly united, now and hereafter, 
in all measures of policy and polity, 
what better service can we render than 
in mutually assisting each other, 
whether it be in the defense of our 
territories or in the development of 
our resources ? 

This association, so to speak, would 
be of great advantage, I think, in the 
influence which would be given by 
the State governments to the meas- 
ures required for the reformation of 
mary of the abuses which have crept 
into the administrative offices of the 
common government. 

I deem it necessary now again, and 
for the sake of illustration, to refer to 
two—impressment and desertion. 

Had the State governments of 
Georgia, South Carolina and other 
States been so administered that upon 
the approach of the enemy their re. 
sources, so far as they could have 
been spared, would have been con- 
centrated before Atlanta, or C0O-op- 
erated with the militia of Georgia, in 
harassing the niarch upon Savannah, 
& prestige easily won would never 
have been won, and a series of disas- 
ters have marked the pathway of the 
invader. 

I have merely referred to this illus- 
tration because it 1» recent and shows 
at once the necessity which -has been 
and will be upon us to call upon each 
other’ for aid, and therefore the 
necessity for having that under- 
standing and consent by which 
that aid, when it can be given, will be 
most effecually rendered. ~* 

The State of South Carolina has re- 
cently made provisiors for affording 
such aid as it can render by author- 
izing in certain cases the employment 
of its militia outside of its territorial 
limits. - 

I feel that I truly represent the 
purpose of the Legislature and the 
feeling of the State. 

From the legislation of the State of 
Alabama, in which the abuse of the 
authority to impress is made a misde- 
meanor, I infer that the same difficul- 
ties, and I may say wrongs, have 
been experienced there which have 
been felt in other States. But in all of 
the States, and in all cases in which 
impressment has been exercised, I 
have observed two dominant ideas, 
always se promivent and general that 
they are more than individual. One 
is that there is now no law prevalent 
in these States, that no respect is due 
enow to the Constitution, that the right 
of property is subject to the visitation 
of what is called a military necessity, 
and that any person, officer, or agent 
can determine for the particular case 
whether he intends that it shall be 
considered as governed by this law of 
military necessity or not. The second 
is that no responsibility is recognized 
or admitted for official conduct eacept 
to an immediate superior or the chief 
of some bureau. When doctrine and 
practice like this prevail in our States 
it is time that the State governments 
should interfere and prevent, the great 
suffering which the people of those 
States are forced to undergo. 


The great crime of desertion has 
grown up under the influence of these 
opinions. An immediate reponsibility 
has been: inculcated to the common 
governmert at Richmond, ana no- 
where else. If the deserter can escape 
the grasp of that government he con- 
siders himself free. And in that free 
dom, not only relieved from all obli- 
gations tu obey the laws of the State, 
but invested with a kind of authority 
to ignore the laws of that State. Is 
this strange? He has been accus- 
tomed to see the laws of the State 
enforced, its authority respected, the 
rights of persons and property pro- 
tected. He sees those rights no longer 
protected, those laws no longer re- 
spected, that authority inactive. Is 
it not natuial that he should see in 
the license to take, asserted by his 
superior, a license also as his to do the 
same? Hence do:we see that the 
Sheriff and other officers of the law in 
these States are menaced, defied and 
killed. The torpor of our State gov- 
ernment has invited that disregard of 
their power and authority which has 
been the source of great mischiet to 
each State and to the confederation 
formed by these States. 

I pass now hastily to another Wy 
of this proposition. Such intercours 
and concert between State govern- 
ments would enable them to exercise 
a wholesome influence, I hope and be 
lieve, 1n -Many matters which, under 
the conduct of the common govern- 
ment, havebeen now stamped as un- 
wise,and the consequences of which are 
now everywhere deplored. 

I believe that truths spoken by 
these State governments, not uttered 
separately, but unitedly, and which 
would have the impress of the com- 
bined responsibility of the Executives 
of these States, must necessarily se- 
cure attention to the suggestions in 
which they are conveyed. What 
higher security can the common gov- 
ernment bave for its conduct, what 
higher light to gaide 1t in its course, 
than that which is derived directly 
from the immediate representatives of 
the States—the preservation of the 
common interests of these States 
being the end to be secured in the es- 
tablishment of that common govern- 
ment ? 

And I believe that now is the most 
appropriate time in which, if I may 
use the term, this reformation can be 
commenced. For, with the disasters 
which have been everywhere experi- 


and hope greatly s - It can- 
not be disguised. I think that, with- 
out the belief of some resource not 
yet brought into activity, by. which 
the sadiened fortunes of this confed- 
eration can be relieved, a general and 
fatal despondency would paralyze the 
people and deaden the means of. resist- 
ance. At sucha time let it be felt 
and known that the State govern- 
ments, which are the real sources of 
the power administered by the general 
government, have for good purposes 
resumed the accustomed exercise of 
their power, and are exercising their 
authority to bring forth the resources 
of their respective States. 

I have no doubt of the result,

EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT OF ALABAMA, 

MontGomery, Feb. 13, 1865. 

His Huxcellency Governor Magrath of 

South Carolina: 


My Dear Through ex-Gov" 
ernor Manning I have received your 
communications of the 30th of Jan- 
uary and 1st of February. 

I have no hesitation in saying that 
I most cordially concur in the general 
purposes and views expressed by you. 
The States are the sovereign parties 
to the government of the Confederate 
States. They are the creators; it, the 
thing created. The constitution is 
the great power of attorney by which 
alone the government of the Confed- 
erate States derives its power; and a 
strict construction of those powers is 
essential to the sovereignty and pros- 
perity of the States. This constitu- 
tion was made to govern in war and 
peace, and I know of no sound rule of 
construction which would vary the 
interpretation of the constitution to 
suit the seeming exigencies of each 
occasion. The constitution was made 
for the protection of the States and 
the people of the States in the enjoy- 
ment of their rights and liberties. 
Whatever tends to the enjoyment of 
these in their fullest measures ad 
vances the interests of the whole. 

The usurpations which war engen- 
ders admonish us that “eternal vigil- 
ance is the price’? which the States 
and the people must pav for the pres- 
ervation of their liberties. - 

We must never forget that the Gov- 
ernment of the Confederate States, 
being the common agent of the States, 
cannot, constitutionally, have inter- 
ests or’ objects antagonistic to those 
of the States. Nor should the States 
cease to regard it with the frieadly 
affection parents feel for their child. 
lf tte child is wayward and, with 
the flush of power, becomes forgetful 
of the respect and duty to his parents, 
he must be admonished in the spirit 
of love and Christian charity. Such 
admoopitions rarely fail to correct the 
errors of the wayward child, “while 
harsh treatmint will but widen and 
deepen the breach. 

Just this course I understang you to 
propose toward the Government of 
the Confederate States. Many and 


the President, his heads of depart- 
ments dnd by Congress. More watch- 
fulness on the part of the States might 
have prevented these. Future watch- 
fulness may not oniy prevent future 
errors, but.may greatly mitigate the 
effects of those already committed. 

I know of no better plan to accom- 
plish this desired end than the one 
you propose. I, as the representative 
of the people of Alabama, will heartily 
unite with you and the Executive of 
other States in friendly remonstrance 
to the President or to Cungress, 
against measures which may ive 
deemed detrimental to the interests of 


the separate States, or to the cause/ 


in which all are now engaged. I 
much prefer, in the first instance, at 
least, that these remonstrances shall be 
confidential. 

The interests of the States compos- 
ing the Confederacy are essentially 
the same in peace. In present 


war they are identical. Whatever, |. 


therefore, strengthens one adds to the 
strength of the common cause, and 
promotes the ultimate success of all. 
_ As faras my power extends under 
the constitution and laws of Alabama, 
I shall at times co-operate with the 
other States. I am reminded, how- 
ever, that the powers of the Executive 
of Alabama are small. Under the 
laws as they now stand the troops of 
Alabama cannot, without their con- 
sent, be taken beyond the limits of the 
State. Fe pling fully the importance 
of extending aid to Georgia last sum- 
mer, I called the attention of our Leg- 
islature to the defect in the laws at 
the extra session held in September 
last. Again, at the regular annual 
sssion, held in November last, the 
same recommendations were urged. I 
regret to say these defects were not 
remedied by the Legislature. I fear, 
knowing the temper of the Legisla- 
ture, that nothing better can be done 
untila new election shall place in 
power other men. 

The militia power of Alabama is 
paralyzed by a provision in our-law 
that the first-class militia cannot be 
carried beyond the limits of their 
respective counties without their con- 
sent. 

The second-class militi roperl 
State militia, originally 
all males between seventeen and 
forty-five not in the Confederate ser- 
vice, have been greatly reduced by the 
action of Congress of the last wiuter’s 
session. 

This class of militia is com 
now mainly of bonded agriculturists, 
and does not amount to more than 
fifteen hundred efficient men in the 
including about three 
hundred cadets of th2 State University” 

The first class of militia is compored 
of boys between sixteen and seven 
teen years of age and iiten between 
fifty and sixty. Of this class twenty

not materially differ. And I can now 
see no obstacle to a thorough and cor- 
dial co-operation in all measures sub- 
serving the great interests of the 
States and the cause of independence. 

It will afford me pleasure to corres- 


any recommendations to the President 
looking to the public’defense. 

I will only say that I have a pro- 
found conviction that the Govern- 
ment of the Confederate States should 
be so conducted as to develop the 
whole strength of the country in this 
crisis of our public affuirs. The 
strength which the support of a united 
people would give must be courted, 
by healing unfortunate differences 


ceding to the wishes of the armies 
and to the calm judgment of the peo- 
ple, on the part of the Confederate 
administration. 

We have no surplus strength to 
spare. General J. EL. Johnston should 
agatn be called to the command of an 
His restoration to command 
would greatly augment and strengthen 
the armies, and increase our- power, 
by renewing the confidence cf the peo- 
ple and the armies in the President.

William F. Vilas is a native of the 
staunch old commonwealth of Vermont;

He was born in July, 1840, and 
at the early age of eleven removed tu 
Wisconsin. He graduated from the 
Wisconsin State University, and also 
studied law at Albany.

He first attracted the at- 
tention of the general] public through a 
speech at a banquet of the Army of the 
Tennessee in 1879. So eloquent was 
the address that it made him the cyno- 
sure of all eyes. He is one of the fore 
most lawyers of Wisconsin, practising at 
Madison. He was commissioned to re- 
vise the Wisconsin statutes, is a Regent 
of the State University and a professor 
in its law school. He camé to national 
prominence in July of 1884, having 
been chosen Chairman of the Demo- 
cratic National Convention’ which con- 
vened at Chicago. He was also made 
chairman of the committee intrusted 
with the commission;to formally an- 
nounce to Cleveland his nomination. 
As an orator he has gained a national 
reputation for his eloquence. He isone 
of the rising men of the bar and the 
Democratic party. In the Cleveland- 
Blaine campaign of 1884 he was most 
active in the Western States and through 
his ability did much to effect. the elec- 
tion of Cleveland. As a reward for his 
services he was given a position in the

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WILLIAM CROWINSHIELD ENDICOTT. 

William Crowinshield Endicott is a 
native of the old ‘‘Bay State,’’ having 
been born near Salem, Mass., in 1827. 
He entered Harvard Universty as a 
student and graduated therefrom in 
1847. He then entered the law school 
of that institution and completed his 
studies in 1849. Ia 1850 he was ad- 
mitted to the Bar and began the prac- 
tice of law. In 1873 he was called to 
theSupreme bench and held that posi- 
tion for nine years. In 1882 he was 
compelled to resign his position of 
trust in order to restore his shattered 
health, to accomplish which he made 
an extended tour of England and the 
Continent. Mr. Endicott’s’first politi- 
cal affiliation was with the old-line 
Whigs, but in the  Bell-Everett 
campaign he joined the ranks of 
the Democrats. He was a _ pres- 
idential elector in that memorable con- 
test. In 1884 he ran tor the governor— 
ship of Massachusetts, but was defeated 
by Robinson, his Republican opponent. 
Judge Endicott is not a politician in the 
accepted sense of the term. He is averse 
to the machinations of the ward poli- 
ticians, and his opponents say he is im- 
practical. He belongs to the bettér el- 
emeunt of the Massachusetts Democrats. 
Personally, Mr. Endicott is held in the 
highest esteem by all who know him, 
His health, although better than at the 
time of his resignation from the Bench, 
is far from being good, and the strain of 
a Cabinet position must eventually tell 
upon him. He was tendered the port- 
folio of Secretary of War by Cleveland, 
but is said to have desired the Attorney- 
Generalship, thinking himself better 
qualified to fill the latter position. He

_ Lung Diseases in Wild Animais.—In 
the period from October, 1881, to the 
close of 1884 there died in the gardens 
of the London Zoological Society 5 3 
mammals, 1408 birds and 788 reptiles. 
Mr. 4, Bland Sutton states in a report 
to the Pathological Society that of 
the deaths among mammals only (five: 


is erroneous. Of the, 
303 were’ quadrumana, 
and of them thirty 
had other forms of pulmonary 
affection. Bronchitis attacks’s very 
great variety of animals, but other 
well known chest diseases appear to 
be chiefly confined to certain .groups.
